8 diminished because the 
movement oof the muscles 
of the abdemen is restrict- 
ed due to pain, injury, or 
dressings.

Hence, it in suggested by Dr John 
Howkins, of London, that as- 
sistance can be given by teaching 
the patient to practise breathing 
cortectly before operation and 
to carry out breathing exercises 
after opernilon. These exercises, 
which consist in expanding and 
relaxing the chest, should cm- 
phasise the use of abdom!nal 
breathing, Le. exercises invol- 
ving full use of the diaphragm. 

These periods of exercise 
should be short--for from ten to 
fifteen minutes—and frequent— 
five or six times a day A tong 
session of exercise ts exhausting 
to the patient. The exercises are 
started as soon as the patient 
has recovered from the effects of 
the anesthetic. 

Abdominal binders jn general 
should be avolded if possible. 
Movements in bed are helpful to 
the action of the diaphragm. The 
foot of the bed may be raised, 
and the patient may turn first on 
one side and then on the other, 
several times a day, if it is per- 
missible, depending upon the 


if-{ type of operation performed. 


Rate Of Breathing 

As arule doctors feci that 
drugs which decrease the rate or 
depth of breathing should not be 
used. It is also suggested that If 
the patient smokes he give up 
the habit for a few days before 
the operation is carricd out, Of 
course, the patient should not be 
operated upon if he has an in- 
fection of the respiratory tract, 
unless ‘there is an acute emer- 
gency. It is important, too, that 
the patient be protected in every 
way possible following operation 
by keeping away from him any- 
one with any signs of infection, 
and by making, sure that all 
things which come in contact 
with him are sterilised. ,

tions, that the breathing exer-
